Tom Bates, the aged shoe maker 
who deserted his wife and daughter 
in this city some months ago, was 
found in a dy ing condition in a b am 
near Greenfield Sunday morning and 
died within a few hours after he was 
found. 
Saturday night Bates stopped at 
the home of John New, a farmer and 
asked if he could sleep in the b am. 
He was given, permission when he 
added that he was a Civil war veter­ 
an. 
Sunday morning a son of the 
farmer went to the b arn and found 
Bates in an unconscious condition. 
He never revived and died shortly 
afterwards. 
There was nothing on 
his person that would lead 
to his 
identity except a few letters. 
One 
was addressed to a woman at Bed­ 
ford; 
another had the name and 
address of a man living at Morgan­ 
town, Indiana. 
An inquiry at Mor­ 
gantown did not develop 
any thing 
other than that the man said the 
party describ ed had stopped at his 
house ab out two weeks ago, and told 
him he was a Civil war veteran and 
was homeless. 
In his hat b and was found the 
name of Bliss & Cowing, Rushville, 
Indiana, and in his shoes 
was the 
firm name of Casady & Cox, local 
dealers. 
W. S. King, 
formerly a 
b aker of Rushville, was called in this 
morning to view the remains and im­ 
mediately recognized the 
poor un­ 
fortunate as Tom Bates, the missing 
Rushville cob b ler. 
It was found that death was due 
to an overdose of stry chnine, which 
was prob ab ly not taken with suicidal 
intent, as Bates had b een addicted to 
the stry chnine and morphine hab it 
for y ears. In his pocket was found 
two vials which formerly had con­ 
tained some of the deadly drugs. 
A Daily Repub lican man called on 
Mrs, Bates'and informed her of the 
death of her husb and, b ut she receiv­ 
ed the intelligence with stoicism. She 
was not surprised, and did ncd mani­ 
fest any emotion whatever, b ut cooly 
b egan to suggest a plan for her hus­ 
b and’s funeral arrangements. 
“I don’t think I 
ought to worry 
much ab out it,” she said, “after the 
way he treated me. 
There he went 
off and left me, without a word and 
when he was in his right mind, as 
near as we have b een ab le to learn. 
And he treated another woman the 
same way . Didn’t it turn out that he 
had a wife at Orleans, whom he de­ 
serted y ears ago and came right here 
and married me without getting a di­ 
vorce? If he had treated me right I 
would feel different ab out it. If he 
had died here of course I would have 
b uried him. 
Now, I think his sons, 
who are well ab le to do it, should 
tend to his b urial. I can’t.” 
The story of Tom Bates and the 
eventful life he led is now well known 
in this community . 
He came here 
ab out twenty -three 
y ears ago an« 
after securing a position in the Wil­ 
son shoe store, wooed and won the 
wife who survives him here. Until a 
few months ago he lived a common­ 
place life here, never missing a day 
at his b ench where he toiled from 
early morning until 
late at night. 
Nothing was known of his past oth­ 
er than he spent some time in the 
navy during the Civil war. One day 
he turned up missing. It seemed as 
if the world had opened and swal­ 
lowed him until he was again heard 


from at Orleans, Indiana. From that 
point came a strange story to the 
effect that Bates who had b een miss ­ 
ing, and mourned as dead for over 
a quarter of a century , came b ack, 
a shadow of his former self. There 
he deserted a wife and four chil­ 
dren. 
Soon afterwards 
they 
got 
word that he was dead. 
His wife 
married again and had almost for­ 
gotten her husb and when he came 
b ack, as if he stepped out of his 
grave. 
It was surely a feeling that 
he wronged his first wife and chil­ 
dren that impelled him, in his declin­ 
ing day s to again visit them and see 
them b efore he passed to the great 
b ey ond. He found one of his sons at 
Bedford, where the y oung man had 
a passenger run on the Big Four. A 
married daughter was found at an­ 
other point. 
The father visited all 
of them and was prob ab ly making 
his way to this city , 
appreciating 
that his day s were 
numb ered 
and 
hoping to die here near his wife and 
a thirteen-y ear-old daughter, 
who 
survive. 
In his death a checkered 
career is closed. Surely his life had 
b een one of continued worry and of 
conscience pain. 
It is just another 
story ending with the scriptural text, 
“The wages of sin is death.” Peace 
to his ashes.

The First Presby terian church has 
had a prosperous y ear.

The Sabbath school this past y ear 
has increased 48. 
During the past 
twTo y ears it has grown from 9 3 to 
19 4, and its finances hav e grown ac­ 
cordingly . 
The pastor, Rev. J. F. CowTling, has 
deliv ered 108 sermons and addresses, 
eight of these were deliv ered in Eng­ 
land, five of them in London. He has 
made 500 pastoral calls; in the two 
y ears ov er one thousand. 
The finances of the church in these 
two y ears just closed hav e grown 
from $1,609 .00 to $3,040.00. The in ­ 
crease this y ear ov er last was $630, 
ov er $500 of this being for church 
repairs. 
The reports a t the congregational 
meeting were all good and show that 
there is no indebtedness. 
For these 
things the church is v ery grateful, 
and launch out on another y ear full 
of hope for a better y ear.
